BLOOD LIKELY TO FLOW. 


NEGRO SETTLERS AND COWBOYS MAY 
MEET IN BATTLE IN OKLAHOMA, 


The Colored Emigrants Purchase Arms and 
Annoance They Don’t Propose to Be 
Imposed Upon — Will Defend Their 
Claims with Their Lives—Thousands of 
Homeseekers Ready for the Grand Rush 
Today—Scenes at Guthrie and Along the 
Border. 

Gorumz, Ok., Sept. 21.—Couriers from 
Langston City, the negro colony, came in this 
morning and purchased twenty carbines and 
hastened back to the front. They report the 
entire town site is covered with tents of emi- 
grants, and they are determined to protect 
themselves from any attempts on the part of 
the whites to keep them from the land in the 

Cimarron Valley. 

A squad of negroes visited the cowboys’ 
camp last night and declared their intentions. 

They said that they would make the race for 

lands and if.they got there first they would 

defend their rights with their lives. If the

cowboys do not imbibe too much of the 
whisky that is being sent out there by the 
wagon-load there will probably be no trouble;

“Sooners” Already in Possession. 


The land to be opened for settlement to- 
morrow noon consists of the country of the 
Sacs and Foxes, 472,000 acres; of the Iowas, 
229,559 acres, and of the Pottawatomies, 400,- 
000 acres—in all 1,101,559 acres. Some of this 
is adapted for raising as fine crops as any land 
and some of it, fertilized with tin cans, would 
afford an excellent pasturage for goats. The 
Indians do not lose all their land. Each buck 
gets a quarter section, and not only that but 
he is a lawful “sooner,” and has already 
picked out the prize spots. He cannot sell his 
land for twenty-five years, but during that 
time he does not have to pay any taxes. 

After the Indian fand and the land held for 
school purposes have been deducted from the 
1,101,559 acres about 800,000 acres are 
opened for actual settlement. This makes 
5,000 homesteads and about twenty men for 
every homesteader on the ground: Some are 
hovering along the line and sume are already 
in what is, until noon tomorrow, the forbid: 
den country. It is the old Oklahoma rush 
over again withsome modifications. There 
are not as many boomers and a smaller num. 
ber of them are in wagons. For the last 
week, however, there has been an almost con- 
tinuous stream of wagons over the Santa Fé 
trail across the Cherokee strip, and there are 
wagoners all around the border. 

The rush over the railroad has been just the 
game. The big crowds for the last three days 
have packed the aisles of the cars. They look 
like the same men who came to Oklahoma at 
itg opening. A composite picture of the whole 
outfit would represent a young man with 
a harvest field complexion and a white felt 
hat drawn down so as to bend his ears. He 
would have a 4-year-old yellow mustache and 
a 4-day-old beard. He would have blue eyes 
and he would sport a red cotton handkerchief, 
just as sure as he would have a big revolver, 

Like the Kush Two Years Ago. 

All the little scenes are much the same as 
during the rush to Oklahoma, In the crowd 
on the trains there is a man from Arkansas 
with his fiddle, and the man with the gray 
beard, and the man with the red nose who 
dances in the aisle of the car. There is the 
man who shoots his gun out of the window, 
the man from Missouri who consults his bot- 
tle, and the tired mother with a baby 


that cries. As the train runs through 
the strip the emigrants are greeted 
with a sight that seems to delight 


them. On both sides of the road the grass is 
burning. Cattlemen swear roundly to hear 
them cheer the sight of burning grass and ex- 
press the wish that every head of cattle in the 
strip might be burned. The grass is not 
quite dry enough to burn well yet, but it will 
undoubtedly be all fired as soon as it does dry 
enough. Thesettlers are bitter against the 
““cowmen,”’

DISAPPOINTMENT FOR THOUSANDS. 


Homesteaders Will Find Oklahoma Is Not 
What It Is Cracked Up to Be. 
Gurnmm, Ok., Sept. 21.—[{Special. |—Pres- 
ident Harrison pulled the string and twenty 
thousand people jumped. The Government 
opened to settlement five thousand homes, 
and bad, principally the latter, 
and twenty thousand men armed with 
rifle, pistol, and bad whisky claimed them. 
At Oklahoma City the land office has been 
so besieged with claimants awaiting the 
hour of filing that Governor has 


been appealed to for ion. Although 
further from the new than Guthrie, 
Oklahoma City has 80 possessed with 


the spirit of unrest that @ven a horse-race 
failed to draw men who love a horse-race bet- 
ter than they do their wives. 

All day yesterday the trains from the South 
and North came into that city loaded 
with men, boys, and even women, all carrying 
bundles which were burdensome because they 
did not know what to do with them. Old 
gray-haired men with packages containing 
rifles and food looked dbout anxiously for 
a team, and looked im vain, for every- 
thing had been chartered and most of the 
teams had already gone. Too impatient to 
wait they would strike East. Women were 
left to fare for themselves, and poorly dia they 
fare in many instances, The crowds thinned 
out, but the night trains so added to the num- 
bers that this morning was but a repetition of 
the day before. 

In Guthrie the day*has been one of excite- 
ment, activity, and expectancy. At daybreak 
a train from the south brought in 500 negroes 
from Texas, as far south as Galveston. They 
were mostly plantation hands and were a rough- 
looking set, but all plainly showed their 
earnestness in seeking new homes. Most of 
them will be the victims of the sooners, who 
are already in possession. Without. waiting 


they struck out for the border, 
nine miles distant, making no preparations 
for sustenance, evidently: forgetting 


Mey were going to a new country where even 
water isa luxury. Half of them are afoot, 
the remainder being more fortunate in secur- 
ing conveyances. 

When the train from the North came in this 
afternoon with eighteen crowded’ coaches the 
grounds about the depot were crowded with 
all manner of vehicles, most of them old and 
dilapidated.

Engineer Murphy Says the Structure Will

Longer—A Smoke Nuisance That a Con- 
sumer Will Not Remedy—Complaints of 
Merchants in the Vicinity—A Claim 
That the Work Is Being Pushed. 


The Madison street bridge, : that structure 
that has been watched with solicitude min. 
gled with wrath for many months, was 
turned yesterday, but it was only to test the 
machinery. “Foot passengers will be al- 
lowed the use of Madison street bridge in a 
week or ten days at the most,” said Engineer 


for the city. ‘Wagon traffic will be delayed 
nearly a week after that, on account of the 
work to be done on the approaches.” 

Seven months and twenty-one days ago by 
the calandar the old bridge swung away from 
the land for the last time, and today the new 
structure 1s still far from completion. The 
smoke that hovers about the bridge is a con- 
tribution to the locality by Norton, the miller) 
Mr. Norton does not mean to smoke so hard; 
but he can’t help it, he says, because his 
boiler with smoke-consuming attachment can- 
not be used until the bridge people finish the 
sewer under the west abutment.

been so long in getting up steam; for it has 
been watched closely, even impatiently, by 
thousands of persons who are now compelled 
to go four blocks out of their way toget across 
the muddy creek. 

The Merchants Complain. 

Merchants along Madison street near the 
bridge complain of heavy losses because the 
crowds they look for never come. In fact, 
the only people who do come are belated 
strangers, who come tearing up the approaches 
with one minute to spare to catch the last 
train for home at the Union depot on the 
other side, and then go tearing down again at 
a sprinting gait and down Market street, only 
to find the Adams street bridge out in the 
middle of the stream. Such persons never 
buy anything except a night’s lodging at the 
cheapest place down town. 

Mr.. Murphy thought the contractors had 
done remarkably quick work on the bridge, 
considering the delay of two weeks, which he 
said was caused by the restrictions placed on 
the builders by Mr. Norton, the miller, who 
compelled them to remove his immense en- 
gines and boilers, which had been under the 
sidewalk below the mill, to a room excavated 
for them under the middle of the street. Re- 
moving the old abutments'was also an ex- 
tremely tedious and difficult task, Mr. Murphy 
said, as the concrete had become 80 


hard that it had to be chipped off 
ounce by ounce by coldchisels. 
Ordinarily dynamite or some other 


explosive would have been used, but the 
proximity of buildings made it unsafe in this 
case. Mr. Murphy said that when finished 
this would be the best bridge in the city. He 
gave several reasons for this statement, the 
principal one being that it was the only one 
to use the new turn-table invented by John 
Lundy, a clerk in the City-Hall. The bridge 
is being constructed by Messrs. Righter & 
Connolly of Pittsburg, the machinery by the 
Excelsior Iron works, under the supervision 
of Mr. Harmon Burges of that company. Mr. 
Burges said that one reason of the delay in 
the bridge was the fact that the contractors 
did not pay wages to get carpenters enough 
to do the woodwork. Messrs. Fitz-Simons & 
Connell, who are doing the masonry of the 
abutments and sewers and the paving of the 
approaches, have a task on their hands, as 
theirs is a branch of work that dares not be 
rushed. They will concrete the west ap- 
proach for forty feet next to the bridge and 
pave the remainder with cedar blocks. The 
east approach will be paved with granite.

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LIBEL AGAINST ITATA DISMISSED. 


The District-Attorney Acted Without Au- 
thority from Washington. 

Wasnineton, D. C., Sept. 21.—The Attor- 
ney- General was today advised of the filing at 
San Diego, Cal., of a second libel against the 
Chilean steamer Itata for $200,000 for damages 
against the vessel for escaping from the 
United States Marshal and for expenses 
incurred in her recapture. Later in the 
day the Attorney-General directed the 
United States District Attorney to dismiss the 
second libel against the vessel, and she will be 
immediately released and be free to resume 
traffic. This new libel was filed against the 
vessel by the District Attorney unknown to 
and unauthorized by the Attorney-General. 
With the consent of the Attorney-General the 
Itata was released on bond, but before bond 
was taken appraisers were appointed who 
appraised the vessel and cargo. The 
bond accepted will now be responsible for 
any damages against the vessel set forth in 
the indictment of libel should the court sus- 
tain the libel. Oct. 20 was set by the court for 
the consideration of the indictment against 
Trumbull and Burt, the agents of the vessels, 
the libel case to be considered immediately 
afterwards. 

Los Ancrizs, Cal., Sept. 21.—Stephen M. 
White and George J. Denis, attorneys 
for the Itata, were today interviewed regard- 
ing the new libel suit filed against the vessel, 
and they said:. Some days ago the Chilean 
authorities informed us that negotiations for 
the release of the Itata had been suspended, 
owing to a guarantee demanded by the United 
States that no damages would be asked by 
Chile for der detention. We were or- 
dered to demand an immediate trial of 
the case and to request the appraisement of 
the Itata and her release on bond. ‘Attorneys 
for the United States agreed to this in court 
and. Judge Ross appointed the appraisers. 
But on the same train that took them to San 
Diego to fulfill their duties went the United 
States Marshal with this new libel, prepared 
by the same attorneys that had just consented 
to the release of the vessel on bond. The 
new libel was an outrage under the circum- 
stances. ”’ ’ 


SHOWS MARKS OF A CRUCIFIXION. 


A Young Woman Who Exhibits Spots on 
Her Hands, Feet, and Left Side. 

LobrsvII I. Ky., Sept. 21.—[Special. ]—Mrs. 
Mary Stuckenberg, a young woman who lives 
with her husband at No. 2534 St. Cecelia 
street, claims to be blessed with the stigma ”’ 
or the marks of the wounds of the Savior. 
Every Friday since iast May she says she has 
fallen into a trance; a spot appears in the 
palm of each hand, the instep of each foot, 
and on her left side drops of blood ooze 
from the unbroken skin. The young woman 
is a devout Catholic, and her family 
believe that she has been marked, as 
was St. Francis of Assissi and the 
celebrated Louise Mary Lateau, the Belgian 
peasant girl, in 1868. Mrs. Stuckenberg says 
that the first trance into which she entered 
lasted for four hours. The only warning of 
the manifestations is the appearance. of the 
red spots. The marks are reported to be sim- 
ilar to the wounds such as were suffered by 
Christ during his crucifixion. The matter has 
created a decided sensation among the Cath- 
olics,although Bishop McCloskey characterizes 
the idea as foolishness. He has never met 
Mrs. Stuckenberg, knows nothing of the pe- 
culiar manifestations, and will make no in- 
vestigation. Fathers Raffa and Mackin, the 
woman’s spirital direetors, refuse to speak. 
Mr. Stuckenberg says that the priests will 
make a thorough and possibly final investiga- 
tion next Friday when the trance comes to 
his wife. Ifthe manifestations are found to 
be genuine and the sanction of the church is 
secured he says his wife may be visited by as 
many as desire to come.

Failure May Be Announced Today. 

New York, Sept. 21.—[Special. ]—There was 
one day, not many weeks ago, when the spec- 
ulative business on Wail street was so dull 
that Delmonico’s, next to the Stock Exchange, 
did not sell a single bottle of wine ail day. 
This was the first or the second time that such 
a thing had occurred in the history of Wall 
street, and it was regarded as a sign of the 
utter stagnation of the stock brokers’ 
business. Today the floor of the big trading- 
room was covered with such a noisy, hustling, 
brawling throng of busy brokers as has not 
been seen there for many along day. This 
indicated that the big bull market which has 


been steadily growing for several weeks had. 


gained renewed strength and that a big 
boom was on, with lots of orders for the 
brokers. It was onward and upward’ with 
business and prices from the time the gong 
sounded at 10o0’clock. Trading opened with 
a rush. Brokers had more orders from cus- 
tomers than they could execute. Even the 
ticker, for the first time in many months, was 
unable to keep up with the transactions, 

the official reports of sales were a quarter of 
an hour behind the events. Nearly al) day, 
with scarcely a moment’s interruption, the ad- 
vance of prices and

The “Morning Advertiser” Predicts the 
Failure of a Big Wall Street House. 

New York, Sept. 21.— [Special. — The Morn- 
ing Advertiser will say tomorrow: It is alto- 
gether probable that the commercial world of 
America in general, and Wall street in par- 
ticular, will be startled this morning by 
the announcement of the failure of 
one of the , best-known houses in New 
York. . Unless a compromise on a 
basis heretofore unknown is effected there ap- 
pears no probability of averting the climax of 
eatastrophy which has been approaching a 
culmination for the last two weeks, The news. 
which has been carfefully guarded, leaked out 
yesterday afternoon after the closing of the 
Stock Exchange. An assignment of the assets 
of the embarrassed firm has already been 
made but not recorded. So far as known 
this legal requirement will not interfere with 
the announcement of the failure this morning 
on Change. 

Whether Wall street will be informed at the 
opening of the morning or the afternoon 
session has not been determined. One other 
firm, the senior member of which is closely 
related to a man whose name is known on 
two continents, will in all probability be 
seriously affected by the sudden tumble of a 
house supposed to have been builded on the 
impregnable rock of commercial prosperity, 
and if this second fall takes place there must 
follow a most extraordinary change in quoted 
values. 

Coming as it does just at the time of a 
strong upward movement in all securities the 
astonishment on the street must be all the 
greater. The volume of business in railroad 
stocks during the last three days has diverted 
tosome extent attention from speculation 
and investments in  breadstuffs.

International Gathering Promised in Con- 
nection with the World's Fair. 

New Ton, Sept. 21.—[Special.]—An im- 
portant meeting of the National committee 
on the World’s Temperance Congress to be 
held in connection with the Columbian Ex- 
position took place today at the publica- 
tion house of the National Temperance 
Society. The Rev. T. A. Brouer, 
of the Dutch Reformed Church, presided.

sale of intoxicat: liquors; 3, as to intem- 
perance as rela to poverty, immorality, 
and crime; and 4, as to what efforts are bei 
made to discourage the use, manufacture, an 
sale of. intoxicants. 


WELSH SONG FESTIVAL FOR 1893. 


Reports Received at a Meeting Held at the 
Grand Pacifie Hotel. 

One of the largest meetings of local Welsh- 
men yet held took place last night at the 
Grand Pacific. Official letters from Wales 
were read indicating that Chicago will have 
durmg the World's Fair one of the grandest 
festivals of songs the world has ever seen. 
Communications were received announcing 
that tne Lianelli choir, which took the first 
prize at the last Eisteddfod at Swansea, would 
attend the Chicago festival and enter the con- 
test.

had authorized a deputation of the Gorsedd 
to attend the Chicago Eisteddfod, and by let- 
ters from Dr. Joseph Parry, D. Jenkins Mus 
Bac, and D. M. Emlyn Evans, the leading 
musicians of Wales, the new oratorio written 
by the first named being among the chief ones 
to be rendered at the World's Fair, and the 
Revs. Rolland Williams and Rees Evans, the 
leading Welsh poets, all of whom sent word 
that they would come to Chicago. 

Added interest was given by a report from 
Prof. W. Apinadoe, Secretary of the Cymro- 
dorian Society, which has the matter in 
charge, giving the most encouraging account 
of his official trip through Ohio, Pennsylva- 
nia, and New York in the interests of the Co- 
lumbian Exposition Eisteddfod. In all these 
States he found the greatest enthusiasm for 
the project among the Welsh population.

The People’s Trade and Labor party will 
meet tonight at No. 104 Randolph street to 
perfect organization and take steps toward a 
thorough canvass of the labor vote in the 
city. The fact that the Citizens’ Industrial 
Alliance, which is the mechanics’ end of the 
Farmers’ Alliance, fused with the new lAbor 
party at its Sunday meeting gave great en- 
couragement to those actively engaged in the 
organization. ‘Those who are falling in line 
with the new body are apparently equaily 
divided as to their former polities. The 
Citizens’ Industrial Union is pronouncedly a 
political body formed of workingmen in 
cities.

Many con- 
servative labor men bitterly denounce both 
the old parties locally just at present because 
the Republican city administration and the 
Democratic county admmistration alike re- 
fuse to enforce the weekly pay-day law, and 
the county authorities also decline to enforce 
the eight hour a day law. It has been brought 
to the notice of both parties by trades unions. 
No satisfaction was — f Committees have 
been appointed and legal counsel retained by 
the Building Trades Council to compel in 
court the en forcement of these laws. 

The new party practically includes the 
Knights of Labor bodies of city. In view 
of ail these facts, the active workers in the 
new movement say, “we will poll a vote this 
fall in Chicago that will astonish the old poli- 
ticians, The time is ripe.

The Superintendent of the Census has made 
the following analysis of the results of the 
mortgage investigation in Tennessee. These 
are based on a total debt in force amounting 
to $40,421,396, Twelve per cent of the State 
outside of villages and cities is mortgaged 
for 50 per cent of its true value. 
Sixty-seven per cent of the debt of the State 
is in the counties containing Chattanooga, 
Knoxville, Nashville, and Memphis. Fifty. 
nine per cent of the debt of the State is on 
village and city lots, and 88 per cent of this 
lot debt is in the four cities above 
named. Probably no other State in the South, 
and few States in the North, will show a larger 
debt on village and city lots than on acre 
tracts. The debt in force is as follows: In 
Davidson County, $6,638,261: in Hamilton 
County, $9,819,564; in Knox County, $4,060,- 
359; in Shelby County, $6,649,573.

REAGAN DECLARED INNOCENT. 


A Jury Acquits the Man Charged with 
Elmer J. Wood’s Murder. 

“ T am utterly at a loss to imagine how the 
jury could have reached such a conélusion,”’ 
was the comment made by Judge Brentano 
yesterday upon the acquittal of John Reagan. 
The Judge and other ceurt officers were not 
the only ones surprised. Reagan, the defend- 
ant, sat dazed when the clerk read the verdict 
Not guilty ’’ handed in by the foreman. It 
was not until Judge Brentano informed the 
man that he was free that the prisoner seemed 
to realize it. He staggered from the court- 
room without a word to any one. 

June 23, nearly two hours after midnight, 
Reagan killed Elmer J. Wood near Rogers’ 
saloon, No. 315 West Madison street, Reagan, 
who was a waiter in a West Side restaurant, 
had been drinking with a man named Curley 
in the saloon. They went into an adjoining 
billiard-room and engaged in a_ fight. 
Reagan drew a pistol and was about to do 
some indiscriminate shooting, but was ejected. 
Some time afterward there were a struggle 
and a pistol shot. Wood was found dying in 
the gutter and the man whose hand held the 
revolver was after a sharp —— captured 
by Officer James Conley. Reagan after his 
arrest said that he wag set upon — Wood, 
whom he thought to be his enemy Curley. He 
struck his assailant with his pistol. Wood fell 
and grasping Reagan’s hand drew it toward 
him. The revolver was discharged and the 
bullet entered the fallen man. This was 
Reagan’s unsupported statement, which was 
controverted by other evidence, The trial be- 
gan last Wednesday and at 5 o’clock yester- 
day the jury after two hours’ deliberation de- 
clared Reagan guiltless of crime. The jury 
was composed of the following citizens.

DENIES THE REPORTS OF HIS DEATH. 


Col. R. B. Kennedy Sets His Friends Right 
on a Vital Point. 

Col. R. B. Kennedy reached his home at No. 
107 South Peoria street late Sunday night 
and by his presence quelled considerable grief. 
Mr. and Mrs. F. P. Ottoway, in whose house 
he has his apartments, had received a report 
that their lodger had been killed on the Illi- 
nois Central tracks at Park row. The news 
of his untimely taking off had also gained cur- 
rency in the neighborhood, and Col. Kennedy 
was glad to be in a position to deny the re- 
port. He had been 13 the day and 
evening with his friend William Johnson, the 
ex-County Treasurer. 

At his office in the J. M. W. Jones printing 
establishment, No. 76 Sherman street, yester- 
day morning he found his associates mourn- 
ing his death. Col. Kennedy at once tele- 

raphed to all his relatives coring the report, 
earing that it hdd gone abroad. Meantime a 
body had lain in Klauer's morgue on Monroe 
street unidentified. Later in the forenoon 
Charles Kennedy recognized the remains as 
those of his father, Capt. Robert V. Kennedy, 
and the identification was confirmed by C. HH. 
Cushing, publisher of the Daily Exposition In- 
dustrial Press, which Capt. Kennedy had for 
years edited and managed. Capt. Kennedy 
was 72 years of age and lived alone at No. 130 
West Van Buren street. The confusion be- 
tween Col. R. B. Kennedyand Capt. R. V. 
Kennedy was owing to the similarity of the 
names and the fact that both men had been 
connected with the State Legislature. Col. R. 
B. Kennedy was a member of the Thirty-third 
and Thirty-fourth General Assemblies from 
the First Senatorial District, and was a mem- 
ber of Gov. Oglesby’s staff. Capt. R. V. Ken- 
nedy was many years agoa clerk of a com- 
mittee at Spri M. He leaves two grown- 
up children, but no other relatives in this city.

SUFFERINGS OF AN INJURED HORSE. 


It Takes Three Hours to Get It inte a Hu- 
mane Society Ambulance. 

For three hours yesterday morning an in- 
diguant crowd on Madison street, west of La 
Salle, watched a half dozen men attempting 
to lift an injured horse into a Humane So- 
ciety. ambulance. The horse fell on the dob- 
blestones at 9 o’clock and broke its hip. Au- 
gust Eisman, an employé of the Washington 
Ice company, to which the horse belonged, 
secured a Humane Society ambulance, but 
could get from that society neither horses to 
draw it nor a man of experience to oper- 


ate it. 

With other employés and volunteer helpers 
from among the crowd he undertook to get 
the injured and suffering animal into the am- 
bulance. The end piece of the vehicle was 
lowered to the ground and an effort was made 
to drag the horse up the inclined plane. At the 
first attempt the suffering animal was allowed 
to roll off and fall to the stony pavement, 
striking on its back with terrific force. From 
this position it was turned over so that its full 
weight rested on the injured leg 

A second time ropes were hitched around 
the horse and when it had been drawn half 
way up the incline the rope broke and it fell 
with an almost human groan to the ground, 
At this point the pitying crowd became ex- 
cited and indignant and a half dozen more 
men volunteered to help. The third painful 
trip up the incline was nearly finis when 
the endboard slipped from the wagon and the 
horse fell with a crash. After several more 
unsuccessful a the horse was finally 
landed in the ambulance, after 12 o’clock. 

The men who struggled for three hours to 
do what experts should have done in five min- 
utes did the best they could and worked with 
desperate energy, but they did not understand 
the business. The tackle sent out with the 
ambulance consisted simply of a half-inch 
rope attached to the windlass. With the 
weight of a heavy horse upon it, this rope cut 
deep into the animal’s flesh. The inclined 
plane had no guards at the sides and no apoli- 
ance for preventing the horse from rolling off,

temperance. The positions assumed by the 
female and male revetends were identical.

But there are a million or more 
sots in this country, according to pro- 
hibition statistics, who are outside 
the pale of the church and its restoring influ- 
ence. The church hardly reaches more of 
them than one can count upon his fingers. 
But Dr. Keeley’s specific does reach them, and 
has already cured 10,000 drunkaras. This is 
the very class which constitutes the object of 
his labors. His cure takes the drunkard in 
the criss of his disease, when all other reme- 
dial agencies fail to grapple with and over- 
come it. It cures that disease. It resurrects 
the victim from a living grave and sets him on 
his feet again. a healthy man with the power 
to remain so if the patient so wills. It putsa 
man whom the church did not reach or rescue 
where the church can help him.

It is doubtful whether the church in the 
past has exerted its powerful agency to the 
fullest extent, for if it had, by its own admis- 
sions, there could not have been as many ap- 
parently hopeless drunkards for the Keeley 
cure to operate upon. Be this as it may, how- 
ever, it is indisputably true that Dr. Keeley’s 
treatment reaches those whom the church 
does not and places them where the church 
can throw its protecting mantle around them.

on the side of the Keeley cure and the grace 
of God. Then indeed may Kimg Alcohol 
tremble for his satanic throne and scepter. 


THE CABINETMAKER’S STRIKE. 

The result of the strike of the Cabinet- 
makers’ Union is the organization of a union 
by the employers. As their men are acting in 
concert they are compelled to do the same 
thing, They have made up their minds that 
the most they can possibly grant is a nine- 
hour day. They will give that, and then use 
their influence to induce firms in other cities 
to cut down hours in the same proportion. 
They are willing to submit to sharper compe- 
tition for a time if they can settle the pending 
dispute at once and open their shops. 

As for the eight-hour day they say it is im- 
possible to grant it now because “ if they 
* work ten hours a day at Grand Rapids and 
“other big cities and twelve hoursa day 
„in small towns the manufacturers there will 
have a great advantage over those of Chi- 
“cago.” If the men will not accept the nine- 
hour proposition the employers have de- 
termined to send to the outside places 
where long hours and low wages prevail and 
bring men here. They disliketo go to the 
bother of doing that and starting up with an 
entirely new set of men, but they dislike still 
more the prospect of their machinery being 
idle for some months, 

The workingmen of the country called on 
Congress to pass a law against the importa- 
tion of foreign contract labor, for they saw 
the use which employers might make of it to 
keep wages down. It may occur to them now 
that domestic competition is equally potent 
when they push their demands too far, and 
that while the Chicago employer cannot bring 
men from Europe or Canada he can bring 
them from little towns and villages near Chi- 
cago, where lower wages and longer hours pre- 
vail. Nor can any law be passed to prevent 
the importation of Indiana, Michigan, or 
Wisconsin workmen. 

If the strikers are wise they will accept this 
last offer of the employers. During their 
idleness they have had a chance to study po 
litical economy and to see how the existence 
of this labor in neighboring cities, working 
longer hours and receiving lower wages, has 
made it imposmble for them to extort from 


their employers all they asked for. It may 


also have dawned upon them during their va- 
cation that if it were not for protection it 


Would be impossible for them to maintain 
their present hours or wages in the face of 


‘that cheap labor competition to 


ever wit- }iwhich the Democrats, for whom they have 


been voting pretty steadily, are so 
‘anxious to subject them. It may occur to the 


men that it isa little inconsistent on their 
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old low rates, forcing the competing American 
down to his standard, instead of being lifted 
up to the better standard of this country, as 
would be the case were he settled here. 


THE SUICIDE OF BALMACEDA. | 

The suicide of the ex-President and Dictator 
Balmaceda of Chile makes a tragic denoué- 
ment to the unfortunate drama which has 
been played in that country since last January, 
It is no violation of the unities of the tragedy, 
however. No other resource was left him, 
He had to face the necessities of the situation 
and end his career, or wait for the approach of 
inevitable fate. So far as he is concerned, 
personally, it was a happy dispatch.” So 
far as the acting government is concerned it 
has relieved the Junta from an embarrassing 
responsibility. Had Balmaceda lived and 
been arrested by the Chilean authorities, as 


sooner or later he would have been, nothing’ 
could have saved him from the wrath of the. 
long-suffering people. His constant violations | 
of the laws and the Constitution, his usurpa- 
tions of power, his removals of officials elected 
by the people, his domiciliary violations, his | 
personal dishonesty and overweening ambition, | 


his suppressing of courts of justice, his long 
list of acts of cruelty, beginning with impris- 
onment and ending with murder, had aroused 
such a spirit of vengeance on the part of the peo- 
ple that they would have torn him limb from 
limb once they had him in their power, and the 
government would have had to bear the odium 
of the savage act. He was not made of he- 
roic stuff. His act was a cowardly one, but 
not unnatural. In the extremity of his fear, 
and knowing what would be his fate if appre- 
hended, he decided to be his own executsoner 
rather than run the chance of allowing the 
people to do the ghastly business. By his 
own hand he has escaped the popular ven- 
geance, relieved the Junta of responsibility, 
and simplified its work for the future; while 
by the very nature of his deed he has admitted 
all the charges which have been made against 
him. 0 

In gpite of his protestations of love for 
Chile the overwhelming burden of testimony 
fastens upon him the reputation of being a 
reckless, selfish, ambitious, tyrannical, and 
cruel ruler and assassin who sought to crush 
out the liberties of the people and fasten upon 
them the exactions and brutalities of a mili- 
tary dictatorship. To carry out this infamous 
program he relied upon the army and navy, 
but at the very first opportunity they declared 
themselves on the side of the people and the 
law. In the first pitched battle his officers 
and soldiers showed that their sympathies 
were with the Congress representing the peo- 
ple, and the so-calied insurgents won an easy 
victory. As it has always been in modern 
times when a tyrant dictator has encountered 
the parliamentary power the latter, represent- 
ing the people, has been victorious. For this 
result there is every reason to congratulate 
Chile. Balmaceda out of the way there is no 
prospect that any of his subordinates will 
make further trouble, and the republic need 
do no more than to banish them. The author 
of all its miseries has made involuntary expia- 
tion for his usurpations and cruelties by tak- 
ing himself out of the way, like a cov ard. 
Chile now should forget its revenges and cutor 
upon the work of rehabilitation and recon- 
struction.

It makes the 
point that skiliful irrigation means generaily 
control of the water, and excels all tillage 
without it almost as much as good tillage ex- 
¢els no cultivation. People forget that the 
cradle of civilization, the nursery of art, liter- 
ature, architecture, and eloquence, and the 
first great seats of empire and wealth were in 
the irrigated lands. The earlier migrants to 
this country came from the cold and rainy 
parts of Europe, and settled on the cold and 
rainy portions of the Atlantic coast. Had they 
come from the south of France, and settled 
instead on the Pacific coast, developing all 
water resources as the tide of population 
moved eastward, conditions would have been 
very different from what they are now. 
Many years ago there were men who con- 
cluded it was cheaper to lead out water upon 
land that lay all ready for the plow, use it 
when needed, and keep it off when not 
wanted, than it was to hew down a forest, dig 
out the stumps, and see crops lost one year 
with too much rain and thenext year with 
not enough moisture. They have had many 
imitators, and in future ages must have~ so 
many more as to vindicate beyond the shadow 
of a doubt the wisdom of their course. Irri- 
gated lands have supported the world’s great- 
est populations, and the experience of ages has 
proved that an acre of land properly treated 
with water from a ditch will produce far more 
than an acre that is dependent upon capricions 
rainfall. Those who irrigate in parts of 
France and Italy where the rainfall is greatest 
know right well what they are domg, and 
there are thousands of placesin the United 
States where the people will do the same 
thing before the lapse of another century. It 
is in this way that the food problem of the 
future must be solved.

The F First Blaine Delegate.

The 
selection of Mr. High for national delegate is re- 
garded as a slap at President Harrison because 
the latter refused to appoint him Postmaster of 
Reading, although he had voted for Harrison in“ 
the convention in 1888 The resolutions merely ap- 
prove the Administration of President Harri- 
son, but they have this to say of his Secretary of 
State: 

„Wo cordially and heartily indorse the broad, 
brilliant, and statesmanlike administration of the 
affairs of state by Pennsylvania’s most die- 
tinguished son, James G. Blaine, whose very name 
awakens a thrill of patriotic pride and proclaims 
him our unquestioned leader in 1892. We heartily 
indorse him and trust that the will of the people 
may be so voiced at other conventions in his favor 
that he may be borne on its resistless tide into the 
Presidency. And we hereby instruct the delegate 
selected by the Republicans of Berks to the next 
national convention at all times to support 
James G. Blaine.“

SEVERE HURRICANE IN ENGLAND. 


A Storm Sweeps Over the Mersey Doing 
Great Damage to Shipping. 

Laverroot, Sept. 21.—A hurricane swept 
over the River. Mersey today, doing considera- 
ble damage to shipping. At Black Pool. 
Lancashire, the houses have been inundated 
and a great amount of damage has 
been done to the crops. Reports 
from several sections of North Wales 
show that the storm has flooded the valleys in 
that section of the country and that the farm- 
ers have suffered severely.

TO PROTECT FOREIGNERS IN CHINA. 


The United States, England, Germany, and 
France Will Act Together, 

Wasuinotor, D. C., Sept. 21.—A week ago 
Secretary Tracy, after summing up the num- 
ber of American war vessels in Chinese waters, 
remarked: If, however, American missions 
and American citizens in China are to rely 
upon gunboats for their protection rather 
than upon the Chinese Government our fleet 
in those waters must be largely increased. 

Since that utterance events have so shaped 
themselves as to indicate the wisdom of pre- 
paring to meet the emergency foreseen by 
Secretary Tracy. While there is at present 
no formal alliance, yet the Government of the 
United States had reached an understanding 
with the Governments of Great Britain, 
France, and Germany by the terms 
of which in the event of the 
failure of the Chinese Government to 
afford adequate guarantees for the protection 
of the lives, property, and interests of the citi- 
zens of the four nations, that duty is to be un- 
dertaken by the Governments of the United 
States, Great Britain, Germany, and France 
acting jointly. In case of riot or other 
other disturbance, the vessels of either of the 
four nations will afford refuge to the citizens 
of any of the other nations, and will undertake 
to protect their consulated and other interests. 
It is not known whether or not a combined 
naval demonstration will be neoesfary to 


arouse the Chinese Government to a 
realization of the justice of the de- 
mands of Europe and Amenca that

will confine their operations to a system of 
watchful maneuvers that shall have in view the 
presence of one or more vessels at every port 
where an anti-foreign outbreak is threatened.

Sheriff Lindsay and his deputy, John Ham- 
ilton, were eating dinner in the dining-room 
and Siebolt in his cell had just finished his 
repast, when suddenly with a wild yell the 
crowd made a rush for the jail. Hamilton 
was immediately overpowered, but Sheriff 
Lindsay sprang up-stairs and for a short time 
succeeded in holding the wd at bay, but he 
was overpowered, tied, carried into a room, 
and guarded. With a sledge the crowd then 
battered off the lock of the cell in 
which Siebolt was confined, threw a rope 
around his neck, and with a triumphant yell 
dragged him down the stairs into the street,

Of course, he was the favorite yesterday in the 
fourth race, at a mile, against Ceverton, 
Hazelhurst, Maud, and Zed with 1004¢ pounds 
on his back, At best the price against Royal 
Flush was 4 to 5 and the public’s money soon 
drove that down to 3 to 5 and 1 to 2. 

With Griffin up the colt was off in front and 
he trailed Ceverton into the stretch, where 
Zed came up and with Ceverton seemed to 
shut Royal Flush off. But in the run through 
the stretch Griffin made no apparent effort 
with him. Griffin wore spurs and carried a 
whip. Neither was used and Zed won by a 
length and a half, Royal Flush third, a length 
and a half behind Ceverton, The first two 
horses ran commonly, and Zed won in 1:43, 
a half second slower than Royal Flush’s Sat- 
urday race, when he carried fifteen pounds 
more, 

Griffin, Tod Sloan, who rode Ceverton, and 
Kunze, who was astride the winner, were 
called up in the stand and the public expected 
something. But it didn’t come, Col. Clark, 
alert at times and fond of caring for the 
public, in a flamboyant way explained that 
he did not like the general look of the race, 
but had no information, and merely sofight 
some about Royal Flush being shut off at the 
head of the stretch, Griffin had noclaim to 
make and the race went to Zed. 

The bookmakers, who beat the race hard, 
thought that Royal Flush was not tried with. 
It was the worst-looking race seen in Chicago 
this year, 

Generally the thirty bookmakers had a — 
day. Another odds-on favorite, Fan King, 
at 3 to 5 and 1 to 2, was tilted over and came 
third in the last race to Gaylord at 8 to 1 and 
Leo at 40 to 1. But John McCafferty did 
make an effort on him in the stretch. The 
time, 1:16, didn’t look well, though, because 
Fan King run th uarters in 1:15 
Saturday under the same weight. 

Two Public Choices Win. 

Patti Rosa at 2 to 1 and Guido at 7 to 5 
were the only public choices to win. Long 
Broeck at 34¢ to 1, the form but not the bet- 
t favorite, won the first race, and Getaway 
at g to 1 revived and landed the fifth from 
the McCafferty’s Good Bye, another odds-on 
favorite. Good Bye's defeat, however, was 
reasonable, especially as Getaway ran the 
mile and fifty yards in 1:4644, fast time for 
the¢rack as it now is. 

Four thousand people were out, the track 
was and the weather better. The 
finishes in the first and last races were close 
and before the stand. 

The winning jockeys were Haggett on Long 
Broeck, Tod Sloan on Patti Rosa and Get- 
away, Hennessy on Guido, Kunze on Zed, and 
Morgan on Gayiord. 

In the first race, a three-quarter selling af- 
fair, Dalesman was an unnatural favorite at 6 
to 5. Long Broeck, at from 5 to 34¢ to 1, got 
a lead of a length and a half at the flag fall.

away. Kildare ran aa excellent race and is 
nearly due. 

nthe second race, for all at a mile, 
Carlile & Shields’ 2-year-old filly Patti Rosa 
was a d eclining favorite at from 7 to 5 to 2 to 
1. Duster at Upman at 3, and St. Joe at 
344 were well backed. Patti made a 
show of ‘her field, getting to the front on the 
first turn, leading all the way by from ten to 
fifteen lengths and winning in a walk 47 — 
lengths from Duster, who was six le De- 
fore Upman: Annie Race and St. Joe ran 
fairly for three-quarters, and Duster's per- 
formance was a good one. 

Gaido Defeats Nero in a Drive. 

The handicap at nine furlongs had Guido 
as a 7 to 5 favorite, with Nero, touted as N 
at 27 to 1, the usual heavy play on Ormie at 
6 to 1, and some support for Ormonde at 7 to 
1. Noretta made the conning out of a good 
start until leaving the half, when Ormonde 
passed her and took it up. Guido joined him 
on the three-quarter turn and Nero was at 
their side on the stretch. Guido came away 
at free 6 won inadrive bya 
length from Nero, who beat Ormonde two 
lengths and a half for the place. 

‘Then came the Royal Flush blur on the day. 
He was favorite at 8 to 10 opening and 6 to 
10 and 5 to 10 closing. Ceverton, in the wake 
of Patti Rosa’s win, was well backed at 2 
and 2 to 1, Hazelhurst was at 10, Zed at 20 
opening and 12 closing, and Maud at 30, 


Ceverton made the running from a good 


start, with 1 Flush a length away to the 
stretch, where joined them, and, racing 
into the lead, he and Ceverton seemed to shut 
Royal Flush off. But Griffin made no appar- 
ent effort on the favorite, and won in a 
drive by a length and a half from Ceverton, 
who was the same in front of Royal Flush. 
Griffin did not use his whip on Royal Flush 
and there were no spur marks on the colt 


when he came back for his jockey to weigh in. 


The selling race at one mile and fifty yards 
had another odds-on favorite in Bye at 
8 and 4 to 5. Lew Carlile was backed from 5 
to 4 to 1, Martin Russell's price rose from 4 to 
5 to 1, and Getaway was steadily at 8 to 1. 

Tod Sloan rode another runaway race on 
Getaway, who ran easily in front of Lew Car- 
lile and Rock to the seven-furlong post, where 
ahard drive began, Getaway lasting long 
enough to win by a scant length from Rock, 
who Lew Carliie bya length. Had Sioan 
been on Rock and Gemoets on Getaway Rock 
would have won. It was a fast race. Martin 
Russell ran fairly well and was fourth. 

The last race was another three-quarters, at 
selling price weights, with Fan King an odds- 
on favorite, opening at 3 to 5 and closing at 
lto2. Neva C., Ida 2 and Gaylord 
were at 7 and 8 to 1, and the others long shots. 
Crazy Gaylord is Roy good in these days, 
and flashed im front 100 yards out, after get- 
ting off fourth to Neva C., Ida Beeswing, and 
Fan King. On the turn from the half Fan 
King closed on him and the pair raced to- 
ge ther into the stretch, where came up 
and in a lapped drive to the wire Gaylord won 
by half a length, Leo the same distance be- 
fore Fan King.

Personally—and I am certain I but voice the

If this 
be so, then Justice Blackler has no authority 
under the ordinance of the village to suspend 
a fine for the violation of the same, except by 
the consent of the 

„The imposing of a nominal fine and the 
suspension thereof is a judicial discretion not 
warranted by the law of this locality. Such 
action upon the partof a Police magistrate 
called upon to enforce municipal ordinances 
is a violation of his oath of office, an insult to 
law-abiding citizens, and a disgrace to our 
village, It has the, ap ance of exercising 
the functions of o or the purpose of cre- 
ating costs and applying the same_ to 
individual use, irrespective of the law. It is 
true Justice Blackler is not elected or ap- 
pointed by the Trustees, but when he under- 
takes to administer justice by the consent of 
the board in the village hall and if 
the charge be correct employs means un- 
worth of his office it is time he 
should vacate and seek other quarters. I do 
not believe in condemning a man unheard and 
therefore shall appoint a special committee 
from your number to investigate Justice 
Blackler and his methods and report later. 

Gentlemen, in the name of good govern- 
ment, decency, and order, do your duty with- 
out fear or favor, and 1f upon deliberate in- 
vestigation you find the charge sustained, take 
such action as the gravity of the oc- 
casion demands. To the Chief of 
Police and his subordmates let me 
say, as President of the Village Board, I pro- 
pose to perform my sworn duty and enforce 
the law. You.are instructed to keep our side- 
walks and street corners free from loafers. I 
pro that the fair name of this village shall 
not be smirched by the charge of lawlessness, 
and that when the wives, daughters, and chil- 
dren of our citizens are upon our streets, be 
the same night or day, the atmosphere will not 
be polluted by the indecent remarks and ob- 
scenity of loafers who are doing their utmost 
to break into the itentiary. it not be 
said that the law in this community is not en- 
forced.

WHAT MEXICO WILL EXHIBIT. 


Gen. Rosendo Marquez Tells What His 
Country: Will Have at the Exposition. 

Gen. Rosendo Marquez, Governor of the 
Mexican State of Pueblo, and a party con- 
sisting of his wife and daughter, Maj. J. Ava- 
jos, and Sefior LuisG. Leon, were at the Audi- 
torium yesterday, on their way home to 
Mexico after a four weeks’ tour of the United 
States. Their tour included Niagara Falls, 
Albany, Troy, New York, Philadelphia, Wasb- 
ington, and Chicago. At Troy the Governor 
left two sons to be educated at the Polytech- 


nic Institute. 
When asked about Mexico's part in the 
World’s Fair, the Governor said through Mr. 
Leon, who acted as interpreter: 

Mexico from the first has been interested 
in the Fair at Chicago, as it realized that it 
would be of immense profit to the country. 
The first business at the meeting of the Mexi- 
can Senate after the visit of Lieut. Baker, 
representing the World's Fair, was to acqui- 
esce in a recommendation of President Diaz 
that a liberal appropriation be made to estab- 
lish a fitting exhibit. Though the amount of 
this appropriation is not yet decided upon, we 
are sure to have a fine building on the grounds 
near the lake—one of the finest at the Fair.

ALL EUROPE IS INTERESTED. 


C. T. Yerkes Writes Regarding His Observa- 
tions in Foreign Countries. 
Director C. T. Yerkes, who some weeks ago 
went to Europe, writes to Director-General 
Davis his observations of the progress of 
World’s Fair sentiment in Europe. The letter 
is dated at Paris, and is substantially as fol- 


lows: 6 

I am happy to state the tour of the Commis- 
sioners appointed to visit different portions of the 
country has been fraught with great success.

Wasuineron, D. C., Sept. 21.—[{Special. ]—

This alone will be a great at- 
traction to Americans, both North and South. 
Last winter the Pope received a petition’ ask- 
ing for the canonization of Columbus. The 
document contained signatures, The 
names of Archbishops and Bishops in all parts 
of the world were on the list.

New York Press: It is proposed by the Phila- 
delphia Times that the State of Pennsylvania,

This will be an interesting experiment if it can 
be carried out. It is said that it will cost very 
little more to make a fac-simile of this historic 
building than it would to erect a new-fangled 
affair full of gables and corners and bow win- 
dows and other modern architectural knick- 
knacks. It is estimated by the advocates of this 

lan that Independence Hall could be thorough- 

reproduced at Chicago at a cost not ex 
$50,000. This would make a complete copy of the 
building, not only in its oatward form, but in all 
its internal arrangements. 

This su tion deserves consideration outside 
of Pennsylvania as well as in it. If Massachusetts 
or New land should reproduce Faneuil Hall 
in fac-simile and other States should do the same 
with some of their buildings of historic interest 
and importance it would be a source of gratifica- 
tion to many visitors.

The row between the Anaconda Miningcom- 
pany and the Union Pacific railway, which re- 
sulted some time ago in the shutting down of 
the big mine, 18 soon to be ended.

Gen. Grant, Acting Secretary of War, today 
transmitted to Mayor Washburne a reply to 
the communication of the latter vesting an 
extension of time for the removal of the Canal 
street bridge.

EAU CLAIRE LUMBER SHIPPERS COM. 
PLAIN OF DISCRIMIN ON. 


Arguments Made Before the Inter-State 
Commerce Commission at the Federal 
Building Yesterday—Commissioner Veaz- 
ey Explains Why Cooley Resigned—De- 
crease in East-Bound Shipments—Rate 
Cutting Alleged—Other Rallway News.

ing discriminated against. When the hearing 
began in Room 62 in the Federal Building 
there were present at least 100 lumbermen 
and lawyers from the towns interested, and 
also several representatives of the Eau Claire 
Board of Trade. The St. Paul, Northwestern, 
Chicago, Burlington and Quincy, and other 
roads against which the charges of discrim- 
jnation were made were represented also by 
attorneys. All the testimony in the cases is 
in and the lawyers confined themselves to the 
arg ments. | 
Attorney F. B. Kellogg, representing the 
Eau Claire Board of Trade, occupied the 
largest portion of the day’s session in point- 
ing out the alleged unfairness of the railroads. 
He said the rates established against Eau 
Claire’s lumber interests were such that they 
could not compete successfully in Missouri 
and Kansas points with the La Crosse lumber- 
men. Reviewing the testimony of Mr. Rip- 
ley of the Burlington, Mr. Kellogg pointed 
out several places where Mr. Ripley had ad- 
mitted that. the rates against Eau Claire were 
several cents too high, and yet the distance 
traversed was the same. 
The attorneys for the railroads denied the 
charges and in their briefs attempted to show 
that the rates established are fair. A. B. 
Cummings, who represented the river towns 
of Clinton, Muscatine, Davenport, Moline, 
Rock Island, and other cities, claimed that 
there was no discrimination and that Ea 
Claire lumbermen did sell in the marke 
sought by the river towns, and their only real 
grievance was that they claimed they could 
not make big profits. The hearing will be 
closed today probably and the commission 
will take the case under advisement.

EAST-BOUND SHIPMENTS. 


For Some Reason Business Does Not Go 
Forward as It Should, . 
East-bound freight business by the all-rail 
lines from Chicago continues quite unsatisfac- 
tory. Shipments are by no means as heavy 
as they should be in view of the heavy grain 
crop. Instead of an increase, as was expect- 
ed, there isa decrease both in local and 
through traffic, and this time last year ship- 
ments were considerably larger. Rumors 
about rate-cutting on the part of some of the 
‘lines are still current, but the only basis for 
the reports is that some of the so-called weak 
lines get more business than the strong ones.

SHAKSPEARE INSTEAD OF THE BIBLE. 


School Officers of Reading, Pa., Suggest the 

Reading of the Poems, 
Rzeaprna, Pa., Sept., 21.—A long contro- 
versy over the use of Protestant or Roman 
Catholic Bibles in the public schools here has 
been brought to a sharp termination by the 
recommendation of the Supply committee of 
the School Board that twelve copies of the 
works of William Shakspeare be purchased in 
place of twelve copies of the Bible for use in 
the public schools of the city. The trouble 
originated from the fact that Miss Rourke, 
one of the teachers, had read morning lessons 
from the Douay (Roman Catholic) version 
of the Bible in her school, although with- 
out comment, and the school directors, 
although personally favoring the Prot 
estant scriptures, were powerless to interfere, 
inasmuch as all versions of the Bible stand 
equal before the law, according to the decision 
in the celebrated Sharpsburg case, where the 
court denied application for an injunction to 
prevent the reading of the King James ver- 
sion in a common school. Thenovelty of the 
Supply committee’s proposition, however, to 
substitute Shakspeare for the Bible and thus 
a void further difficulty caused such a sensa- 
tion that the School Board hastened to 
revent its execution by agreeimg that the 
ible should still be retained in the 
schools and that only such copies as are 
furnished*by the board shall be used. By this 
latter provision the opponents of the Douay 
version have carried their point, and the re- 
vised Bible of 1881 will hereafter be supplied 
to the Reading schools.

COMFORT FOR THE POOR. 


FOUR MODEL LODGING-HOUSES BUILT 
BY HARVEY SHELDON. 


Clean, Pleasant Places to Sleep at the Low- 
est Possible Cost—Opening ‘of the Stan- 
wix House—Description of Its Appoint- 
ments—Some of the Regulations— What 
a Man Who Is “Down on His Luck” 
Can Get for Fifteen Cents, 


It was a theory as well as a condition which 
confronted Harvey Sheldon, the lawyer and 
capitalist, when he began to build his cheap 
lodging-houses. He believed that many of 
the homeless, friendless men who wandered 
about the streets of Chicago could be ro- 
claimed if they were subjected to the right 
influences and given a chance to permit the 
slum bering embers of their manhood to blaze 
into a flame. As long as they were com- 
pelled to sleep in the foul deus on South Clark 
and West Madison streets, surrounded by 
criminals of every description and hopeless 
drunkards whose only pleasure was in the 
whisky bottle, he thought that this manhood 
would have small chance of asserting itself, 

To take the men from the street and give 
them a clean, comfortable place to sleep at 
the lowest possible cost was the object which 
he had in view. He already has three lodging- 
houses in full blast—the Norwood, the Arling- 
ton, and the Albemarle—and last night his 
latest project, the Stanwix House, at No, 1339 
State street, was thrown open. 

Colonel, I’m in hard luck; can’t you help 
me get a place to sleep? 

The speaker was a decently elad fellow 30 
year old and the man whom he accosted looked 
him steadily in the face for a moment.

The Stanwix House is a three-story brick 
structure, and as a TUN reporter followed 
the beggar up the stairs to the Uffloe the smell 
of fresh paint and whitewash was plainly dis- 
cernible. Seated around a big table were a 
dozen or more men reading the evening pa- 
pers or writing letters, Several others with 
an anxious look in their eyes were carefully 
scanning a long list of want advertisements 

asted upon a bulletin board near the table. 

‘rom within came the swishing sound of wa- 
ter from eight big bath-tubs, where as many 
men were performing their ablutions. 
Occasionally some one would utter a sharp 
gasp ashe found the water toocold or was 
moved by the strange sensation of taking a 
bath at all. 

As the men emerged from the bath-rooms 
their places were quickly taken by others who 
had been waiting their turn, and by 11 o’clock 
at least 100 had made themselves clean. Tha 
man who was “down on his luck presented 
his ticket to the clerk and asked for a bath. 
Soon he, too, was clean and resting comfort- 
ably between white sheets, when his regular 
breathing showed that for atime at least his 
cares were forgotten. 

The Stanwix House has accommodations 
for 360 men, the price of a night’s lodging 
ranging from 15 to 25 cents. In this is in- 
cluded a bath, the use of shoe brush and 
blacking, needle and thread, and buttons. A 
man may go there at night dirty and ragged 
and come out in the morning clean, with 
shoes well blacked, every button on his 
clothes in its proper place, and the rents in 
his garments carefully mended—all for 15 
cents. 

Every care has been taken to give the lodg- 
ers sufficient ventilation. In the bunkrooms 
on the second and third floors are a score or 
more double-decked cots. Each is supplied 
with a springy wire bottom on which is 
placed a cotton mattress, over which is spread 
two sheets and a comforter. Six windows 
open froin the room upon State street, so that 
there is sufficient oxygen for the men even if 
every cot is occupied, | 

Safe as the Auditorium. 

At the head of each cot is a double lockerto 
which the occupant is given a key. Here he 
can place his superlative clothing when he 
retires, knowing that it will be as safe as if he 
were at the Auditorium. 

Back of the bunk rooms are the single 
rooms for those whose means permit them to 
enjoy the luxury of a private apartment. 
Most of the rooms are supplied with single 
cots, for the use of which 25 cents is charged. 
Some, however, have double-deckers, where 
two men may sleep for 20 cents each. 

Last night no sound could be heard from 
the rooms but the deep breathing and occa- 


sional] snoring of the occupants.

William Martin has su pervision of the four 
lodging-houses and visits each one every 
night. At the StanwWix there are day and 
night clerks, a porter, and a watchman for 


each floor. 
“It is our aim,” said Mr. Sheldon, to 


furnish a place for the respectable r. We 
do not want criminals or drunkards. There 
are hundreds of men in Chicago who suffer 
the pangs of poverty from no fault of their 
own. They may have but 15 cents with which 
to get abed. Weyive them a comfortable, 
clean place to sleep for that price, and try to 
surround them with good influences, 


We are not running a reformatory nor a 


charitable institution. I think, however, that 
many men will be kept from going to the bad 
by using our lodging-houses. The conditions 
of American society are such that the rich 
man today may be the poor man tomorrow, 
and vice versa. Hence we endeavor to treat 
all alike. Ouremployés are inatructed to be 
courteous to our lodgers, and this creates the 
same kind of spirit in them. There is no rea- 
son why a man should be despised because he 


is poor. 


A Difficult Problem. 
Tho problem of dealing with the criminal 


classes is a hard one and we have not attempt- 
ed to solve it. All that we aim to do is to give 
the respectable poor man a chance. Many a 
man has slept in the parks or on the Lake. 
Front this summer because he did not want 
to go to the ordinary cheap lodgmg-house and 
did not have money enough to go any other 
place. This state of affairs is entirely wrong, 
but with our four big lodging-houses in oper- 
ation there is no reason way it should exist 
longer.“

The ccrrespondent is evidently wearying himself 
in the effort to apply to a vast volume of interna- 
tional trade, covering continents and hemispheres 
in its broad grasp, the same little rules he would 
apply in the management of his individual busi-, 
ness. He is trying to measure the great trade rela- 
tions between nations with the same rule he would 
employ in comparing those between himself and a 
grocery store on the corner of his street. He is 
aiming to apply the little gauge of his personal 
dealings to those of great nations. He would use 
the scales wherewith the apothecary weighs frac- 
tions of a grain to measure out a ton of coal or a 
car-load of corn, or a ship-load of cattle. He is 
like the man who once expressed surprise at find- 
ing that the rulings by his neighboring Justice of 
the Peace would not suffice to settle questions of 
international law. 

He loses sight of the essential fact which con- 
trols the whole case. That is, that the people of 
the United States produce, or have the power of 
producing, easily and economically, not only all 
the agricultural and manufacturing material 
necessary to their own consumption but enough 
of a surplus thereof to purchase and pay for ev- 
erything that they need from outside countries 
not produced in their own, They can raise 
enough grain and pork and manufactured goods 
and machinery of various kinds to provide for 
their own wants and pay in kind for all the im- 
ported tea, coffee, and sugar they consume, They 
could vastly increase the present volume of their 
output both in the production of foodstuffs and 
raw material and its conversion into 
use to the consumer if they had a sufficiently 
wide range of markets to take up what they 
would be able to make for sale. Perhaps Mr. 
Malcolm may concede our ability in this par- 
ticular, but evidently be does not see it is our duty 
to exercise it and insist on being permitted to ex- 
change American goods for the products of trop- 
ical countries in whole, as we now do in part. 
At present we pay in goods for about one- 
the coffee, sugar, 
receive from Southern American countries 
and pay the other three-fourths in gold or 
exchange. The true policy would be not to part 
with an ounce cf our gold when we could sell in- 
stead surplus agricultural produce or surplus 
manufactured goods of our own make—goods and 
foodstuffs we have in excess of our needs for do- 
mestic consumption. We have contented our- 
selves with paying out the gold to these countries 
and piling up at home a lot of foodstuffs for which 
we have no use, the result being a great depression 
of prices due to overproduction and general dis- 
content among the farmers, while yet that pro- 
duction is restricted to far less than it would be 
if we could find a market abroad sufficient to 
employ all the capital available for use and the 
energies of our workers.

Galllee’s Piscatorial Wonder. 

The fish known to naturalists as the ophioceph- 
alus, aspecies of which is found in the Sea of 
Galilee, is one of the oddest creatures that ever 
swam in the waters of either Oriental or Occi- 
dental countries.

Through 
a funnel-like opening in the top of this oddly 
constructed little domicile the mother flsh de- 
posits her e¢éggs, and when the proper 
space of time has elapsed the nest is 
full to overflowing with little baby nest- 
builders. Une of tho most curious traite of 
ophiocephalus is her mode of protecting her 
young. When threatened with danger the little 
ones are taken into the capacious mouth of the 
parent fish and thus shielded from feo of fish | 
calamity. There are several varieties of 
which do this very same thing. A species of cat- 
fish, called “lau-lau,’’ takes its young into the 
mouth upon the very slightest alarm.—St. Louis 
Republic.
